The Ulcer being ſufficiently cleanſed from 
putrid fleſh\, and mortify'd Membrains, we 
made uſe of a Trawmetick decoQtion, ( or 
worind. drink') compoſed of Winter . green, 
Ladies mantil, Sanicle, or 'Buiter-wort, S8- 
racens conſownd, Mugwart, red Beits, all bail'd 

- in 
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in adſtringent red Wine; after this manner, 
The Patient drank a draught of this three 
hours before Dinner, and another as many 
hours before Swpper 3 we alſo injected it into 
the Ulcer twice a day warm 3 we alſo put in 
two T-nts moiſtencd in the ſame decoQion, 
into the Ulcer, thruſting one of them for- 
wards, tke other backwards towards the 
Proſtatas, at laſt we apply'd a doubled Linen

'Tis to be admir'd, that in this great and 
high putrefaQtion, the Sphiner of the Bladder 
did always remain fafe and untouch'd , which 
appcar'd from hence, that the Patient, even 
in the height of his Diſeaſe, could always re- 
tain his Urine, nor did he ever let it go from 
himagainlt his will. Nevertheleſs the Ulcer 
which went downward towards the Bladder, 
was deep, and touch:d the Proftatas, which | 
ſuppoſe were evilly affe&ed heretoforezas often * 
as he made water, it flowed partly at the Tard, 
partly at the Ulcer, but without any dith- 
culty or pain : He uſed the forelaid Trawma- 
#ick, DecoGion for three Months, ſo that by 
degrees

did there remain any Fiftwla. | | 

Beſides Topical means, general Medicines 
were made uſe of, and the ſtrength being re- 
cruited by degrees, I gave him every other

alſo cleanſed : the Reins were anointed with

FOG to write, or 
ſend an Anſwer to your Letters which 
came to me above a year ago, ( moſi learued 
Sir ) for that the Noble Perſon in whoſe'be- 
half they were writ, put ws in hopes a long 
time of his coming to us z which at length 
he confirmed by coming : - wherefore fince in 
your learned Letter you recount the Hiſtory 
of the whole Difeaſe with which he was af- 
flicted, and require my advice ( at this great 
diftance ) concerning what is to be done, I 
thought it needleſs to. write thoſe things, 
which things themſclves: I /had! an opportu- 
nity to perform, the Subjed of them being, at 
hand : .

there 'rxemainedan' Ulcer, from which by de. 
grees there grew a Fungus, or red ſpengy fleſh, 
a preternatural tumour, which is a diſcaſe 
- in. wmeatu, ('or in:the paſſage) which can be 
taken away ſafely, and certainly by*no other 
means, then by removing the ſyperfluous fleſh 
by Exereticks;or gentle Correſrves, | | 
\ "This Spongdour proud, fleſþ is wont to ouze 
or {weat out 'a_pxrulent ſunies, or mattcy,

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diflemper , the deſtroyer of the native heat, 
and the underminer and weakner of all the

". Having carefully weigh'd every difficulty, 
and chiefly the delicate and nice nature of the 
Patient, whoſe tender ſenſe is ſuch, that the 
ſlighteſt and cafieſt Chyrurgical remedies, are 
elicemed by him for moſt cruel torments, I 
apply'd my ſelf to the buſineſs ; and univer- 
{al-or general Medicines being premis'd, IT 
conſum'd with a gentle Catheretick, ( apply'd 
with a Wax-candle) the whole Carunle, and

Pifſetb with a fall, contiuned, and ſtrait ſtream, 
who lately expell'd his Urine by drops, and 
with much difficulty. 

"The ſuperfluous fleſh, ( or Carmncles) being 
removed, there remain'd a longiſh UVlcer, which 
in xeſpe&t of the part is great; and the cauſe 
being malignant, we have again and again
